The city cou ncil met in the first 
regu lar session of the new y ear las; 
night. A special 
order of 
bu siness 
was to hear remonstrate s, o n the as­ 
sessment roll of the East Ninth street 
•sidewalk improv ement. 
No one ap­ 
peared before the cou ncil to remon­ 
strate and the assessment roil as 
originally giv en was 
passed. 
The 
matter of adv ertising and setting a 
date for remonstrators was merely 
conforming with the law on su ch im­ 
prov ement. 
The city board of health composed 
of Drs. Lewis, YanOsdol and Logan, 
appeared before the cou ncil and su b­ 
mitted a report on the scarlet fev er 
ou tlook. 
The board reported that at 
present there were six cases here in 
the city and that idle ru mors to the 
contrary were wrong and u nfou nded. 
The phy sicians stated that they had 
been u nable to locate the sou rce of 
the disease and that the object of 
their report was to giv e the cou ncil 
the facts in the case. In ev ery home 
where a ease has been 
reported a 
q u arantine is maintained au d ev ery 
effort is being made to prev ent an 
epidemic. 
It is u nderstool that the board of 
health has been censu red by some for 
not imposing a more rigid q u aran­ 
tine, bu t according to the phy sicians 
the q u arantine is v ery effectiv e, in 
that no one is allowed to v isit the sick 
and ev en where the man of the hou se 
is engaged in 
bu siness 
lie is not 
allowed to enter the 
sick room. By 
following this q u arantine the doctors 
believ e they hav e done abou t all that 
is necessary 
and it* 
the 
disease 
.spreads it will be throu gh careless­ 
ness. 
The special committee for the in­ 
v estigation of a water su pply report­ 
ed that they had v isited the Powell 
land northwest of the city (find believ ­ 
ed that the city wou ld do well to drill 
fdr water in this direction. The com­

A State game preserv e embracing 
ov er three thou sand acres of land 
will be established east of the city in 
a short time. This will be the second 
State preserv e in the cou nty and one 
of the largest iii the State. An agree­ 
ment between the v ariou s land own­ 
ers making u p the preserv e has been 
entered. 
It is planned to stock the 
preserv e with a 
large 
nu mber of 
Hu ngarian partridges and they will be 
liberated somewhere on the preserv e. 
These partridges are 
abou t three 
times the size of a q u ail. 
It is v ery 
likely that a few golden phea sa nts 
will also be placed on the preserv e. 
The preserv e will receiv e shortly a 
shipment of signs 
reading “State 
Game Preserv e. 
No Hu nting,” which 
will be distribu ted eq u ally among the 
land owners and will be display ed in 
a conspicu ou s place. 
The preserv e 
will be in close tou ch with the game 
commissioners and any v iolations of 
the law will meet with su re and cer­ 
tain pu nishment. 
The law regarding 
a game preserv e states that no hu nt­ 
ing shall be permitted for a period of 
fou r y ears. 
Tile agreement signed by the land 
owners is as follows: 
We. the u n­ 
dersigned land owners and tenants 
enter into an agreement to form a 
game preserv e of ou r u nited land lv - 
mg adjacent to each other. We agree 
to allow no hu nting u pon this pre­ 
serv e for a period of fou r y ears after 
if has been stoeked with game bv the 
game commissioner, ex cept that land 
owners and lawfu l tenants, with the 
members of their families, may hu nt 
rabbits and sq u irrels u pon their own 
land only .

The case came here from the Ru sh 
circu it cou rt on change of v enu e sev ­ 
eral weeks ago and is attracting mu ch 
attention in that city as the parties 
are well known residents of 
that 
commu nity . 
This is the second time 
that Mr. 
and Mrs. Tarplee hav e been in cou rt, 
the first hav ing been when she filed 
su it for div orce in the Marion Su per­ 
ior cou rt. She was refu sed a div orce 
by Ju dge Pliny W. Bartholomew. 
The su it now on trial was filed in 
the Rash circu it cou rt and was im­ 
mediately followed by one on the part 
of Mrs. Tarplee, who 
came to the 
front with a cross complaint eq u ally 
as impressiv e as the original as filed 
by lier hu sband. 
Only a few witness! > were heard 
in the case, -and the ..e a ter part of 
the time Tu esilay ^jB^V., 
copied by an ex amination of 
Mrs. 
Tarplee. 
The attorney s 
for 
the 
plaintiff 
q u estioned her concerning her with­ 
drawal of the cross 
complaint, and 
asked if this action was not taken in 
an attempt to show that she still lov ­ 
ed her hu sband and prev ent his ob­ 
taining his div orce. 
She denied that 
this was her motiv e bu t stated that 
she had alway s lov ed her hu sband 
and cou ld hardly endu re his absence 
ev en thou gh she filed a su it for di­ 
v orce. 
The trou bles of the Tarplees seems 
to hav e arisen when Mr. Tarplee per­ 
mitted sev eral relativ es to liv e at his 
home, who were caring for his farm 
of one hu ndred acres. 
Mrs. Tarplee 
contests that the men were not need­ 
ed a t the farm and that their pres­ 
ence made more work for her than 
she cou ld stand. 
The complaint charges abandon­ 
ment; that defendant attacked plain­ 
tiff one time while he was ill with 
indigestion and said: “You hav e de­ 
ceiv ed me au d shou ld hav e told me 
y ou were su bject to these spells.” 
The complaint fu rther alleges that 
the defendant was a woman of v ile 
temper and made no effort to control 
the same. 
She is accu sed of forbid­ 
ding the sons of the plaintiff to come 
to their home, that the son Harold 
bad stole some soap and wou ld steal 
any thing and she threatened to hav e 
her son by another hu sband come to 
the hou se and whip her second hu s­ 
band’s son. 
The defendant’s cross complaint 
charged the plaintiff with fau lt-find­ 
ing; 
that he ceased to lov e her and 
that he cau sed his son to antagonize 
her, cau sing a nerv ou s breakdown, 
bu t this cross complaint was with­ 
drawn. 
Mr. Ta rplee based his complaint 
la rg ely o n the 
cru el and inhu man ac­ 
tio n o f his wife in filing the former 
suit fo r div o rce and the resu lting ex ­ 
pense a nd hardship he was forced 
to endure. 
The ev idence in the case was com­ 
pleted Tuesda y afternoon, bu t no de­ 
cisio n wa s g iv en

By prov id ing artificial nesting 
sites for the species that nest in holi- 
low trees or in the cornices and cav i­ 
ties of bu ild ings.

cou ntry , bu t to obtain appreciable re­ 
su lts prov ision mu st be mad e on a 
mu ch larger scale. 
It is well within 
the capabilities of the av erage fa nn­ 
er boy , when he has a few necessary 
tools, to make nesting box es for some 
of the most v alu able species, su ch 
as blu e bird s, swallows, wrens and 
wood peckers. 
When pu t u p near the 
farm hou se these not only serv e to- 
a ttrac t bird s and prov id e for their in­ 
crease, bu t ad d mu ch to the interest 
and pleasu re of the hou sehold . The 
making of artificial nesting box es has 
become an established 
ind u stry in 
Germany , where the need of increased 
nu mbers of insectiv erou s bird s for 
the protection of 
the 
forests 
was 
clearly perceiv ed , and they are be­ 
ginning to be pu t on the market in 
this cou htry .

By planting thickets of berry 
bearing trees and shru bs along the 
road s or in waste places on the farm, 
which will prov id e not only food , but 
also nesting places and refug e reso rts 
fro m no ctural enemies fo r the birds. 
On many farms it is necessa ry o nly 
to preserv e and enco urag e clumps o f

these bird reserv es will be richly re­ 
paid by the results.

Present sentiment 
fo r the preserv a­ 
tion of insectiv orou s bird s is alread y 
strong in most parts of the cou ntry 
and the chief need of protectiv e laws 
is to insu re the safety of ou r bird s 
from foreign immigrants who, hav ing 
been accu stomed at ho ma to kill for 
food any and all kind s of bird s, large 
and small, y ou ng and old , natu rally 
assu me the same priv ilege in their 
ad opted home. In some parts of the 
cou ntry , moreov er, su ch 
bird s 
as 
robins, blu e-bird s, night-hawks, kil- 
d eers, flickers 
and

species are slau ghtered for food in 
v ast nu mbers by citizens, either ig­ 
norant or careless of the fact that 
the cou ntry can ill-well afford to lose 
the serv ices of these species. The 
qu ails and prairie chicken are fav o r­ 
ite and legitimate objects of sports­ 
men, bu t they hav e been so ru thless­ 
ly pu rsu ed that they are now gener­ 
ally scarce and in

practically ex tinct. As the bob white 
is a most effi cient weed d estroy er, to 
say nothing o f its being 
an 
activ e 
hu nter, the farm er is called on to d e­ 
cid e whether this bird is not too v al­ 
u able on his farm to be shot for food 
or sport.

By su pply ing water for bird s. 
Thou gh aUfirst thou ght it may seem a 
small matter, a su pply of water for 
d rinking and bathing pu rposes is of 
great importance to bird s.

OSBORN CREATES A 
POLITICAL FLURRY 


Wants Beth Tail and La Follstle 
to Withdraw. 


Lansing, Midi., Jan. 3.—Gov ernor 
Chase S. Osborn has come out in a 
statem ent 
saying 
that as between 
Roosev elt, Taft and La Follette for the 
presidency lie wras for Roosev elt, and 
Messrs. Taft and La Follette should 
withdraw from the race, but if it came 
to a decision between Taft and La 
Follette he was for the president.

A DO MB IN CAMP 


Osborn’s Statement Causes a Flurry 


Among La Follette Champions. 
W ashington, Jan. 3.—The statem ent 
of Gov ernor Osborn of Michigan, urg­ 
ing both President Taft and Senator 
La Follette to withdraw’ from the race 
for the Republican nominationr- has 
caused more comment here than any 
other 
political 
dev elopment. 
This 
statem ent by Michigan’s gov ernor com­ 
ing on the heels of the turn-down in 
the progressiv e state conv ention in 
Ohio, brought gloom to the La Follette 
headquarters. 
In fact, the spirits of 
the La Follette people hav e been stead­ 
ily dropping for twro weeks, and they 
hav e reached a state of mind in w hich 
some of them are prepared to join 
with Gov ernor Osborn In urging the 
Wisconsin statesm an to withdraw’ in 
fav or of Roosev elt. 
The 
impression 
is 
fast 
gaining 
ground here that Mr. La Follette un 
consciously has been used as a stalk­ 
ing horse for the Roosev elt boom. The 
men who hav e been putting up the 
money for his mov ement and who hav e 
been activ e in his campaign are the 
colonel’s closest friends and secretly, 
if not openly, desire to see Mr. Roose­ 
v elt in the field again. The Roosev elt 
mov ement has reached a state now 
where, in the opinion of W ashington 
observ ers of political mov ements, it 
will be impossible for the republican 
progressiv es longer to postpone taking 
sides openly between La Follette and 
the colonel. 
The belief here Is that 
the progressiv e conv ention in Ohio 
wras the begiuning of the actual break­ 
ing up of the La Follette mov ement 
and the switching of the La Follette 
strength to Colonel Roosev elt. 
There 
is no likelihood of Senator La Follette 
himself dropping out of the race, for 
being a presidential candidate is stock 
in trade for him, just as it has been 
for Colonel Bryan, and he will be en­ 
couraged at least with the hope for 
1910. 
As for President Taft, it can be said 
that he is in the race to stay. 
Mr. 
Taft and his adv isers hav e considered 
the situation carefully and made up 
their minds. 
President Taft if needs 
be will go down to defeat in the con­ 
v ention rather than withdraw from the 
race. 
Among the president’s friends 
and adv isers there is no longer any 
attem pt to conceal the fact that they 
believ e Colonel Roosev elt is gunning 
for the nomination.

Premier’s Determined Support of the 


Tottering 
Throne 
Has 
Apparently 


Undone All the Preparatory Work 


Looking to the Establishment of a 


Modern Government in the Ancient 


Empire, and W ar Is On. 


Tientsin, Jan. 3.—The situation at 
Lanchow is serious. 
W ang Wei Tze, 
who was the delegate of Yuan Shih 
Kai, has gone ov er to the republicans 
and has been elected leader of troops 
there. 
W ang says it is his intention 
to march on Peking. 


Peking, Jan. 3.—The hopes for a na­ 
tional conv ention which would settle 
the future form of gov ernment for the 
country hav e v anished and civ il wmr 13 
impending. 
After all, China’s destiny 
must be worked out in blood. 
The 
situation is indeed desperate, and no 
ray of hope is apparent at the mo­ 
m ent to lighten the dark clouds. 
This unhappy outcome of the four 
weeks’ negotiations between the gov ­ 
ernm ent and the Republicans is imme­ 
diately due to 
Prem ier Yuan Shih 
Kai's determ ination 
to support the 
monarchical principle, and there is no 
reason for suggesting that his deci­ 
sion is due to other causes than hon­ 
est conv iction. The premier, after ob­ 
taining $1,800,000 from the dowager 
empress to carry on the war, notified 
all the foreign legations of this inten­ 
tion, declaring that the imperial army 
is well able to hold all the country 
north of the Yangtsekiang. 
He fur­ 
ther expressed the opinion that the 
rebels in the south would soon disin­ 
tegrate. 
There is, of course, yet a possibility 
of interv ention or some elev enth hour 
dev elopment av erting a bloody strug­ 
gle, but nothing of that kind has ap­ 
peared thus far. From all parts of the 
north come reports of prO-monarchi- 
cal sympathy and furious hostility to 
the Shanghai reformers and southern 
republicans, but it is hard to determine 
here the strength of the common sol­ 
diers’ loyalty to the throne. The trou­ 
ble at Lanchow may be significant in 
this respect, since it wFas this same 
Lanchow army w’hich some months 
ago coerced the national assembly and 
wrested 
the 
constitution 
from 
the 
throne. They hav e been peaceful and 
were regarded as an im portant prop 
for the monarchy. 
The reports as to the present out­ 
break cf the Lanchow’ers conflict in 
some parts, but it is apparent that two 
brigades of the Twentieth div ision 
w’hich were guarding the arsenal, mu­ 
tinied and seized or 
threatened to 
seize the Peking & Tientsin railroad, 
causing a stoppage of traffic at Tang- 
shan. 
Most of the reports say the 
mov ement is a rev olutionary one in 
sympathy with the republicans of the 
south, whose agents are busy ev ery­ 
where in the north. 
Meanwhile there is little definite 
new’s from the south. 
A Hankow’ dis­ 
patch says the fighting reported be­ 
tween the republicans and imperii 1- 
ists at Hanyang and Hankow was ex­ 
aggerated. 
It was an unimportant af 
fair and was due to a m isunderstand­ 
ing. 
The arm istice is now being re­ 
spected. 
The imperialists ev acuated 
Hanyang and took trains for the north, 
and General Li Yuan Heng, the rebel 
commander, promised not to occupy 
the ev acuated positions. On the other 
hand, 4,000 rebels are reported to hav e 
crossed the riv er at Nanking and are 
preparing to go north. 


China’s Latest Reform. 
Shanghai, Jan. 3.—Dr. Sun Yat Sen 
declared in his inauguration oath that 
he w’ould undertake to carry out the 
v iew’s of the people and would retire 
when the republic had been finally 
established. 
He adopted the western 
calendar, declaring Jan. 1 the first day 
of the first month-of the first year of 
the republic.

Opportunities in Pleasant ana

Grain brokerage firms in the middle 
west have created a new profession 
for the agricultural college graduate. 
When one holds down the job in 
question he is tagged ah expert grain 
inspector. His business includes pleas­ 
ure and business. 
It takes an expert 
knowledge of grain and farming con­ 
ditions. but it is worth while, say the 
brokers. 
The first specimens of the expert 
grain inspectors made their appear­ 
ance in several Illinois counties re­ 
cently. 
The inspector’s chief duty is 
to travel through the grain districts 
a few weeks before harvest time. He 
learns the prospect of good or poor 
corn, wheat, oats, and hay yields in 
each community. 
Then when he has 
completed a tour of the district to 
which he has been assigned he tabu­ 
lates the results and knows, practi­ 
cally to a fraction, what the yields 
will be. 
The combined tabulations of three 
or four inspectors give the figures for 
a state or for the grain expected to be 
produced in the 
harvest 
of 
any 
month. 
The brokerage firms have found this 
scheme brings them heavy business. 
They^are able to present a statement 
of the probable yield to the investor 
and assert that 
dividends 
increase 
rapidly. 
The expert 
crop inspector 
conse­ 
quently stands between the investor’s 
pocketbook and failure. 
If he is mis­ 
taken scores of persons may lose their 
fortunes. 
“We generally pick college gradu­ 
ates for the positions,” a broker said. 
“At an agricultural school the bright­ 
est of students pick up a complete 
knowledge of crops and are able to 
estimate the yield dowrn. to a fine 
point. 
“Of course, some of our men are 
practical farmers who 
have 
gained 
knowledge by 
experience. 
But 
the 
practical farmer is not likely to take 
up with the work unless he has made 
a failure on his own farm. 
“Although the inspectors earn any­ 
thing from $1,500 to $5,000 a year, the 
practical farmer who has made good 
w’ill stay on Lis land and make it pay 
him three times as much as he can 
earn in the new profession.”

TESTS HEAT OF THE FURNACE 


Instrument Known as the Radiation 
Pyrometer Measures the Tem ­ 
perature. 


No thermometer could ever be ex­ 
pected to record the temperature of 
furnaces or of great masse of molten 
metal, although 
the 
development of 
science along certain lines has made 
it very necesiary to determine the de­ 
gree of heat in furnaces and contained 
in masses of metal, such as huge steel 
billets and great cubes of iron. 
The discovery that 
two 
different 
kinds of metal welded together pro­ 
duced a current of electricity was the 
means of inventing a means of deter­ 
mining the quantity of heat, no mat­ 
ter how’ intense. The current is meas­ 
ured by voltage and certain tempera 
tures produce certai» values in elec­ 
trical strength, and that is the way 
the amount of heat is measured 
The 
electrical energy is measured in de­ 
grees of heat, and this has been found 
to be accurate. 
The principle is applied in a won­ 
derful device known as the radiation 
pyrometer. 
It can stand at a consid­ 
erable distance from the furnace or 
mass of molten metal that 
is being 
tested and it will record the internal 
heat conditions accurately. 
It is an 
aid to better steel and iron products, 
and as the world progresses it will be 
recorded as one of the great agencies 
of man to enable him to delve into 
the mysteries of Nature’s laboratories. 
—Harper’s Weekly.

Artificial Sponge Made In Germany. 
An artificial sponge, the outcome of 
German ingenuity, is now being manu­ 
factured. 
The process of making it 
consists principally in the action of 
zinc chloride on pure cellulose. 
This 
results in a pasty, viscous mass, which 
is mixed with coarsely grained rock 
salt. 
Placed in a press mold armed 
with pins, the mass is pierced through 
and through until it appears travers­ 
ed by a multitude of tiny canals like 
the pores of a natural sponge. 
The 
excess of salts is 
subsequently 
re­ 
moved by prolonged washing in a 
weak alcoholic solution. 
The artifi­ 
cial sponge swells up with water, but 
hardens on drying, just like its proto­ 
type. 
It is said 
to 
be 
eminently 
adapted for filtering water for sani­ 
tary or industrial uses, and it can be j 
employed for all the purposes that are ' 
usually assigned to the genuine arti­ 
cle.

Chicago, Jan. 3.—The steel girders 
of skyscrapers creaked when two d.s 
tinet earthquake tremors chased one 
another up and down Chicago’s cor 
porate spine yesterday.

At Aurora, 111., the tremor 
caused the explosion of a great tank 
of gasoline at the plant of the Fox 
River Packing company. • When the 
Aurora Beacon wrent to press in the 
afternoon it was noticed that the paper 
did not look natural. The news show­ 
ed an inexplicable desire' to slip off the 
paper. 
An investigation show'ed that 
the press had been jarred from its 
base and was not working normally. 
Among the Illinois cities and towns 
that reixmed the tremors distinctly
